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AARA 146.82 Repeater New Home 


In December of 2009, Nick K5QXJ, was told of an impending removal of the 
200-foot tower at the Strato’s Corporation located on Willow St. in Lafayette, which 
would impact the antenna used by the W5DDL, 146.82 repeater. In early July of 
2010 this came true and the club was notified that we had 2 days to remove the 
repeater. 

Thanks to some quick efforts by Fred W5MLE, Grant KF5CNU, Glen KF5FNP, 
Jim NS5NVP and Dick WA6MDI, the system was off the air for less than 2 hours and 
relocated to Fred W5MLE’s QTH in Carencro. 

While at the Carencro site the members enjoyed the use of Fred’s 100-foot 
tower and his repeater antenna at the cost of his personal repeater being off the 
air. Subsequent coverage was found to be a little too weak for the users in South 
and West Lafayette so the search for another site was initiated. 

The most logical site at the time was to relocate the repeater back on the La- 
fayette General Hospital where it was before being moved to Datacom owned by 
Nick K5QXJ (under new owners now called Stratos). 

During the course of a series of discussions with Fred W5MLE, Glen KF5FNP 
and Dick WA6MDI the possibility was raised of locating the system in the Chase 
Bank Tower Building in downtown Lafayette where Glen has his office. Glen ap- 
proached Joe Fain W5XJF, who is the IT person for the building and discussions 
began. Meanwhile, a photo survey of the Chase Tower proved an ideal location. 


While this was going on, the tower at Strato’s was dismantled during the sec- 
ond week of July. Through the contacts developed by Nick K5QXJ the VHF an- 
tenna (DB-224) for the 146.82 systems was saved. 

Tuesday July 20 was the date for a meeting with a group of representatives 
from the Chase Bank Building and the 146.82 repeater committee (Dick WA6MDI, 


Charlie KISXP & Nick K5QXJ). Final approval was granted for relocation of the 
system to the roof, free of charge. Joe Fain also provided free phone and Internet 
lines to the club. 

Friday July 23 was decided as a day to put the antenna recovered from the 
Strato’s tower on the roof of the new site. That was accomplished with the help of 
Dick, Glen, Grant and Glen’s friend, Justin Krahn (who is not a ham.... yet). This 
was done with the addition of a 12-foot mast and attached to a small 10-foot tower 
section located on the North side of the penthouse roof. This went together fairly 
quickly and although it was very warm, the day was still early and the question was 
posed to the members of the repeater committee should the attempt be made to 
relocate the actual repeater that afternoon? Of course part of the decision was due 
to the tropical storm Bonnie spinning in the Gulf and it’s potential impact on the lo- 
cal area. The decision was made to move the repeater, Fred was contacted and he 
agreed we could pick up the .82 system.

Fred and Dick uninstalled the repeater system in record time and it was then 
loaded and transported in Dick’s truck to it’s new home. Thanks to Grant and Dick’s 
knowledge and experience, installation was going smooth, then Murphy raised his 
head. The club power supply would not mae 
work, a stand-by supply was tried and 
that did not have enough current capa- 
bility. A quick trip was made and a 
stand-by Astron was obtained, providing 
the last piece of the puzzle. Without any 
signs of “Murphy”, the remainder of the 
installation went smooth. The repeater 
was then powered up without any smoke 
or fire being observed. We then moved 
to the testing phase. Dick, using his ser- 
vice monitor, then preformed the RF 
testing, everything checked well. 
146.820 was back on the air and eaeieee ai eS tgs ee 
stronger than ever. Hams from all over | Dick, Grant, and Glen checking 
Acadiana are reporting increased signal 
strength, and it’s no wonder, the club’s repeater system is now located on the tall- 
est building in Lafayette at approximately 
260 feet, that’s 60 feet higher than the 
former location, and the feed line is only 
40 feet, compared to 200 feet at the old 
site. This shortening of the feed line 
vadds a significant increase in ERP 
(Effective Radiated Power).

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LOUISIANA SENATE AND HOUSE BILLS Robert Henry Smith 
WASPJT - SK 


LA H 863 — Wireless Devices While Driving 

This bill was introduced on March 29, 2010 by Rep. Stiaes (D-LA) prohibiting commer- 
cial motor vehicle drivers from using hand-held cell phone devices while driving commer- 
cial motor vehicles. The bill was sent to the House Committee on Transportation, High- 
ways and Public Works. As of April 28, 2010 the bill had an amendment adopted on the 
House floor and ordered engrossed. As of May 17, 2010 the bill failed to pass the House. 

LA H 1235 — Wireless Devices While Driving 

This bill was introduced on March 29, 2010 by Rep. Badon (D-LA) prohibiting the use 
of handheld cell phones while driving. As of May 6, 2010 the bill was amended on the 
House floor where it is currently pending. 

LA S 9 — Wireless Devices While Driving 

This bill was introduced on March 29, 2010 by Sen. Gautreaux (D-LA) making texting 
while driving a motor vehicle a primary offense. The bill was sent to the Senate Committee 
on Transportation, Highways and Public Works. As of April 20, 2010 the bill had an 
amendment adopted on the Senate floor and was ordered engrossed. As of June 2, 2010 the 
bill passed the House and was sent to the Senate for concurrence. As of June 17, 2010 the 
bill was signed by the Governor and made Act No. 203. 

LA § 15 - License Plates 

This bill was introduced on March 29, 2010 by Sen. Appel (R-LA) providing for change 
in prestige license plate from HAM Operator to Amateur Radio. This bill was sent to the 
Senate Committee on Transportation, Highways and Public Works. As of April 21, 2010 
the bill passed the Senate and was sent to the House where it is currently pending. As of 
May 26, 2010 the bill was signed by the Governor and as of May 28, 2010 the bill was 
made into Act No. 12. 

Many states and municipalities have passed laws involving cell phone usage while driv- 
ing. Also some have passed "distracted driver" laws. We have received reports of tickets 
issued to Amateur Radio operators by over zealous patrolmen who do not know the differ- 
ence and don't care. Most of these were in New York State. One just has to pay the ticket 
or let the judge decide. So far I have not heard of any tickets being issued in Louisiana, but 
if you hear of any please provide the details to me if you can. 

We try to monitor activities at the State level, but if you hear of Parishes or Cities pro- 
posing ordinances it is up to the local membership to try to protect our interests by getting 
an exclusion for Amateur Radio included.

Programming Notes 
Archie Hill WSAG, AARA Vice President 


The final results of our Field Day efforts included a "1A" competitive entry us- 
ing the call W5DDL that was submitted to ARRL and a non-competitive / fun "2A" 
entry using the call W5EXI that was collected for club evaluation and improve- 
ment. The claimed score for the "1A" entry included 340 CW QSO’s (680 pts) and 
34 SSB QSO’s (34 pts). After our power multiplier (=2 for <150 watts) our total 
QSO points claimed was 1428. We claimed seven bonus point activities: 1) 100% 
Emergency Power, 2) Media Publicity, 3) Set-up in a Public Place, 4) Information 
Booth, 5) NTS Message to SM/SEC, 6) Formal NTS Messages, and 7) Site Visit 
by a served agency official. This added 700 bonus points to our submitted 1A entry 
for a total of 2128 points claimed. The 2A entry using the call W5EXI collected 
106 SSB QSO’s. 

What should be our goal for next year? I think it is within our reach to double 
our competitive entry by planning in advance to compete at the 2A level in June 
2011. At the August 5 club meeting I will show portions of two PowerPoint pres- 
entations by teams that are regularly competing for top ten Field Day scores. One 
team uses in excess of 20 radios, the other team competes at the 3A level. These 
teams carefully plan all aspects of a successful Field Day.

New FCC Rules Amendment 


FCC amends amateur radio rules on emergency preparedness and disas- 
ter planning drills. 

On July 14, 2010, a FCC Report and Order was adopted and issued 
amending the amateur radio to permit amateur radio operators to transmit 
messages, under certain limited circumstances, during either government- 
sponsored or non-government sponsored emergency and disaster prepared- 
ness drills, regardless of whether the operators are employees of entities par- 
ticipating in the drill. 

Per FCC: Although public safety land mobile radio systems are the pri- 
mary means of radio-based communications for emergency responders, ex- 
perience has shown that amateur radio has played an important role in 
preparation for, during, and in the aftermath of, natural and man-made emer- 
gencies and disasters.

Vanity Call Sign Fees to 
Decrease August 17 


ARRL Bulletin 19 ARLBO19

To all radio amateurs: 

On July 19, the Federal Communica- 
tions Commission announced via the Fed- 
eral Register that the cost of an Amateur 
Radio vanity call sign will decrease 10 
cents, from $13.40 to $13.30. The new fees 
take effect 30 days after publication, mak- 
ing August 17, 2010, the first day the new 
fee is in effect. 

In FY2010, the FCC expects to grant 
14,800 vanity call signs, bringing in 
$196,840 from the vanity call sign pro- 
gram. Earlier this year, the FCC released a 
Notice of Proposed Rulemaking and Order 
(NPRM), seeking to lower the fee for 
Amateur Radio vanity call signs. 

The notice in the July 19, 2010 edition 
of the Federal Register -- entitled 
"Assessment and Collection of Regulatory 
Fees for Fiscal Year 2010; Final Rule" -- 
includes all FCC regulatory fees; these fees 
are expected to recover a total of 
$336,712,213 during FY2010, encompass- 
ing all the Services the FCC regulates. 

The FCC is authorized by the Commu- 
nications Act of 1934, As Amended, to 
collect vanity call sign fees to recover the 
costs associated with that program. The 
vanity call sign regulatory fee is payable 
not only when applying for a new vanity 
call sign, but also upon renewing a vanity 
call sign for a new 10 year term.
